There! 
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The Divorce Evil. 


As the Herald pointed out recently 


when certain members of congress 
were discussing informally whether a 
federal divorce law might not be en- 
acted which would effect uniformity 
of procedure in the cases of divorc- 
ed persons, this is the subject to be 
governed solely by the laws of the 
state and a theme which may prop- 
erly be taken up at the forthcoming 
convention of governors to be held 
next month at Spring Lake, N. J. 


Already it has been settled that 


this question will be included in the 
program of the coming convention, 


since a majority of the governors 
have expressed themselves in favor of 
uniform divorce laws. 


Different states have drawn their 


laws independently, as, of course, it 
is their right to do, and the result 
is that while the sentiment in one 
state may be lax, in another it may be 
strict, and as these laws have been 
passed at various times during tke 
period covering more than a century 
there are archaic statutes as well as 
progressive ones in the books. Hence, 
a divorce impossible in one state can 
be legalized by taking up a residence 
in a foreign state, and the effect is 


to make lawful wedlock in one com- 
monwealth of what would be illicit 
mating in another. Thus the divorce 
colonies of Reno and Sioux City have 
made a mockery of marriage and 
caused divorcing to be regarded as 
a business enterprise. 


As between the extremes of Nevada 


laws, which permit divorces for a wide 
variety of causes, and the laws of 
South Carolina, which do not sanc- 
tion divorce on any grounds whatso- 
ever, it may be impossible for forty- 
eight states to unite on a common 
ground. 
But it should be possible 


to make uniform the procedure of 


marriages after divorce so as to make 
it impossible for the residents of any 
state to legalize acts which would be 
illegal if performed in their own. This 
is in accord, we think, with that sec- 
tion of the United States constitution 
(Sec. 1. Art. IV) which provides: 


Full 
faith 
and 
credit 
shall 


be given in each state to the 
public acts, records 
and 
judi- 


cial proceedings of every other 
state.

At Mesa. Arizona, there is a pastor, 


Rev. 
R. W. Gage, whom the people of 


Covina love, revere and remember 
well. He was formerly the Baptist 
minister here, and left a few months 
ago to take up the work in the Bap- 
tist Church'in the territory. He is 
publishing a monthly magazine, which 
he says in his simple way, is "devot- 
ed to the interest of religion." Here 
is what he says in the first number, 
under the caption, "My Debut:" 


The object of undertaking to pub- 


lish a religious monthly such as the 
"Mesa Monitor" is not to do some- 
thing great, but something helpful; 
not for wealth, but for worth; not for 
fame, but for faith. As the name indi- 
cates, the object is to advise. The 
seer who sees danger that might be 
averted and fails to give the warning 
is guilty in the sight of God and man. 
There are always people with ears to 
hear, and the command is to let such 
hear.
